suit in much good to the party, inas 
much as tho acrimonious discussions 
of 
gubernatorial 
candidates 
which 
prevailed at 
Columbia, and aroused 
considerable 
feeling, 
was 
entirely 
eliminated, and that in the public ut­ 
terances of 
the 
various candidates 
nothing of a personal nature was in­ 
dulged in. Coming at the time of the 
year when the 
meeting 
did, 
just 
when the farmers are busy planting 
their crops, the meeting did not draw 
as large an attendance as 
it other­ 
wise would, and in consequence did 
not serve one of 
the 
purposes foi 
which it was called, that of arousing 
enthusiasm for the party over a wide 
area. 
Since the doing away 
with party 
conventions there 
has 
been 
m ud 
discussion as to what could be done 
to take the place of those ga illerings 
in which party fealty 
was nurtured 
and where a fighting spirit was in 
stilled into the delegates, which they 
carried home to their various locali­ 
ties and infused into following cam 
paigns. 
It has been thought that these lo­ 
cal meetings would come nearer tc 
filling the void caused by the discos 
tinuance of 
conventions 
than an: 
other one thing. 
But thus far they 
have not seemed to achieve this re 
suit. And it takes so many of them 
too, to reach all the people. 
Party workers from 
all 
parts of 
the state always attended the state 
conventions, but at these meetings 
very few came 
outside

dates, that are not residents of the 
immediate vicinity in which they are 
held. As a result there must be sc 
many of this sort of gatherings that 
they lose their novelty and do nut 
draw' an attendance from the general 
public. 
The meeting in Sedalia, however 
was as successful as 
any held in 
any part of the state, and was satis­ 
factory to its promoters, 
Nearly ah 
the state candidates were here ming­ 
ling w it Ii the people, and those who 
desired had an opportunity of meet­ 
ing them and 
measuring 
them up 
from personal contact. 
Taking them all in all, from aspi­ 
rants for governor down, they arc* a 
fine body of men, and the selection of 
any one 
of them 
for 
the 
offices 
which they seek would be no mis­ 
take. 
It is a hard matter for the ordinary 
voter not familiar 
with 
these dif­ 
ferent men and 
not 
personally ac 
quainted with them 
to 
decide just

and this is especially true in the gu­ 
bernatorial contest. Even after suet 
meetings as that of Saturday many 
voters are sorely puzzled as to just 
who is the* best man to vote for in 
the primaries.

Irish Americans joined in an attempt 
to make the soil of the United States 
a base for hostile operations a g a in st 
the British provinces. 
At 
that time 
the 
tension 
between 
the 
United 
States and Great Britain was 
more 
acute than at any other period in the 
last c e n tu ry . 
The keen feelings of 
animosity found expression in the ab­ 
rogation of the Canadian reciprocity 
treaty. 
The 
Fenian brotherhood of 
Irish revolutionaries took advantage 
of this state of affairs 
to 
launch a 
movement calculated to further em­ 
broil the United States and England. 
The principal factor in the temporary 
success of the Fenians was the fact 
that large numbers of Irish soldiers 
had been disbanded, and as many of 
them were 
unable 
to 
find suitable 
employment they were naturally ripe, 
for trouble. 
After several 
months 
of 
public 
drilling and arming in the cities on 
and near the 
border, 
the situation 
reached a critical stage in March of 
1866. Ten thousand volunteers wore 
called out in Canada 
to 
repel 
the 
threatened invasion of the Fenians.

Sir P. L. McDougall, commander of

with an immediate response, and 14,-

DELICATE MONSTERS. 


How W arships Are Lined to Protect 
Them From Fire and Water. 
Although it may look very strong, a 
battleship is really a very delicate mon­ 
ster. 
Its vital parts have to be pro­ 
tected by several coverings of a mate­ 
rial chiefty obtained from cocoanuts. 
This is to prevent certain portions be­ 
coming either too cold or too hot. For 
instance, it will be seen that the re­ 
sults would be exciting if the powder 
magazines became overheated. 
A dreadnought is entirely clothed in 
a suit of underwear to protect it from 
ftre and water. 
The actual construc­ 
tion of the material is a secret, but it 
is known to be for the most part cellu­ 
lose, which is obtained from the fibrous 
rind of the cocoanut. 
Cellulose swells when it touches salt 
water. 
Therefore if a hole should be 
made in the ship's side, say, by a shot 
this cellulose expands and covers the 
opening, so preventing an inrush of 
water. The cellulose is also treated to 
make it fireproof. 
Mineral wool is a material used upon 
the latest type of battleship. 
It looks 
like wool, but is really composed of 
•snowy threads of a sort of glass. The 
men who pack mineral wool have to 
wear masks to prevent the needlelike 
particles from being inhaled. 
It is a 
remarkable nonconductor of heat and 
is used to cover the refrigerators and 
cold storage chambers and also the ex­ 
plosive stores. 
The boilers and steam pipes of a 
dreadnaught have “jackets” in order to 
prevent 
waste 
of 
fuel. 
Sometimes 
these , jackets are of mineral wool. 
sometimes wool and sometimes ordi­ 
nary blanketing.—-Pearson’s.

Berlin, May 6.—The 
consolidation 


at W eimar of 
the 
German Alliance 
for W oman’s Franchise and the Ger­ 
man Association for W oman’s Fran­ 
chise into the Imperial Alliance for 
W oman’s Franchise was far from be­ 
ing such an 
indication 
of harmony 
within the ranks of the suffragists as 
it appeared on the surface. 
On the 
contrary, it marked the definite rup­ 
ture between the two main wings of 
the woman’s movement toward which 
the events of the last six years have 
been pointing, and the at least tem ­ 
porary ascendancy 
of 
the conserva­ 
tive wing. 
The 
new 
organization 
does not include any of the women 
who w’ere the pioneers 
in 
the wo­ 
m an’s suffrage 
movement 
in 
Ger­ 
many. All have either 
resigned 
or 
been forced out. 
The woman’s 
suffrage movement 
in Germany began in 1895. At that 
time the women of Prussia 
had al­ 
most no political rights. They could 
neither 
hold 
nor 
attend 
political 
meetings, and a woman’s meeting of 
any kind was liable to instant disso­ 
lution by the policeman on ;uiard if 
a political theme 
w’as 
touched on. 
j The socialists had for years, true to 
j their party platform, which demands 
j equal suffrage, been 
agitating along 
j this line, but had been able to acconi- 
j plish little in the face of police per- 
j sedition to which 
they 
w'ere sub- 
I jected. 
The 
non-socialist 
women, 
j howrever, had made 
no 
move wThat- 
j ever along these lines. 
In 1895 Frau Minna Cauer, of Ber­ 
lin, decided on the bold 
step of at­ 
tempting to hold a political meeting 
for women. Lilli Braun, another pion 
eer in the movement, made 
an ad­ 
dress on “The Duty of Woman as a 
Citizen.” 
Frau 
Dr. 
Augsburg, who 
was also to become a prominent suf­ 
frage leader, assisted in the arrange­ 
ments for the 
meeting, 
which hur­ 
riedly passed off successfully. 
This 
was the 
first 
non-socialist political 
equality meeting ever held in Prus­ 
sia. 
Propaganda 
work was continued 
for the next few' years in the fare of 
great difficulties, and in 1902 
Frau 
Hermann, Dr. Augsburg, Frail Cauer 
and others established 
at Hamburg, 
which, as a republic, had more liberal 
laws than Prussia the Woman’s Fran­ 
chise Fnion 
(Verein 
fuer Frauen- 
stimmrecht). This union, although of 
necessity founded in Hamburg, 
set 
about the battle throughout Germany. 
At first the contest wras especially di­ 
rected against the Prussian lawr, pro­ 
hibiting women 
from 
attending or 
holding political meetings and 
also 
against similar 
restrictive 
law’s in 
other federal states. The hardest bat­ 
tle was naturally 
that 
in 
Prussia. 
Here the 
police 
were 
deliberately 
provoked to action, but they confined 
their 
attention 
chiefly 
to 
socialist 
gatherings, 
and 
the 
non-socialist 
movement gained in strength stead­ 
ily. 
This was the 
situation 
when, in 
1904, Dr. Augsburg and Frau Cauer 
were commissioned by Susan B. An­ 
thony, Anna Howard Shaw and Car 
rie Chapman Catt to organize in Ger­ 
many a branch of the international 
association. It was in this vear that 
• 
* 
the world’s songress of woman suf­ 
fragists was held in Berlin, 
in con­ 
nection 
with 
which 
the 
German 
branch was organized under the lead­ 
ership of Miss Anthony, despite the 
law forbidding 
such 
meetings 
as 
were held to organize it. 
A 
small 
number of German men assisted in 
the work, and the meetings were in 
large part held in private homes. 
In 1907 the movement had grown 
to such proportions that it w\is pos­ 
sible for the woman 
suffragists to 
hold a meeting at Frankfort, where 
they organized the 
German Alliance 
for Woman’s Franchise, one of the 
two associations just consolidated at 
Weimar. The platform of the alliance 
demanded the 
active 
and 
passive 
franchise for women in. all law’-giving 
bodies, “on the basis of the reichstag 
franchise.” The phrase quoted proved 
to be the rock on which the woman’s 
movement eventually split. For a bet­ 
ter understanding of its importance 
it must be borne 
in 
mind that the 
reichstag franchise is 
direct, secret 
and universal, in contradistinction to 
the 
three-cass, 
indirect, 
non-secret 
franchise of 
Prussia, 
the medieval 
system of 
the 
Mecklenburg grand 
duchies and the otherwise restricted 
franchise of certain 
other 
German 
states. 
The following year Prussia adopted 
a new law’, which granted women the 
right to hold 
and 
attend 
political

Conservative opposition within the 
ranks of the women themselves first 
showed Its head in 1909, with the or­ 
ganization in Western Germav of the 
German 
Association 
for. 
Woman’s 
Franchise. 
While 
this 
association 
proclaimed as its purpose the secur­ 
ing of votes for women, its constitu­ 
tion omitted any 
reference 
to the 
reichstag franchise. 
Frailer 
Couer 
organized 
in 
the 
>ame year the 
Prussian 
Provincial 
Woman’s Suffrage club. Other pion­ 
eers in the movement grouped them­ 
selves about her, and 
the organiza­ 
tion w’as 
rapidly 
extended 
to 
all 
parts of Prussia. Like the original al­ 
liance, the provincial organization in­ 
corporated in its constitution a de­ 
mand for equal suffrage “on the ba­ 
sis of the reichstag franchise. Soon, 
however, a 
counter 
movement was 
started within the provincial organi­ 
zation itself, its purpose being 
the 
dropping of the demand for the reich­ 
stag franchise. 
It gained strength 
apidlv in the conservative state, and 
in 1912 Frau 
Cauer resigned 
the 
presidency. A particularly lively in­ 
ternal conflict the following year led 
to the resignation of 
all 
the other 
original 
leaders 
of 
the 
woman’s 
movement, 
including Dr. 
Augsburg 
m d Frau Hermann. Since then none 
of the original 
founders 
has 
been 
identified with 
the 
older organiza­ 
tions. 
Dr. Augsburg and 
Frau Hevmann 
then organized the German Women’s 
Franchise Union, whose constitution 
demands political equality 
and the 
reichstag franchise for w'omen. This 
union now has from 
2,000 
to 4,000 
members. The new’ imperial associa­ 
tion formed at Weimar has perhaps 
8,000 members. Its chief demand Is 
for votes for women 
in 
municipal 
affairs. It has quite receded from the 
demand for a 
direct , universal and 
secret ballot, and the leaders of the 
original movement, 
as 
well as the 
socialists, declare that its organiza­ 
tion w’as a long step backward. De­ 
fenders of the new organization say 
there will be plenty of opportunity to 
reform franchise systems after they 
have secured equality with the men’ 
voters. 
Woman suffrage, absolutely consid­ 
ered, has made little headway in Ger­ 
many. Municipalities are calling wo­ 
men in ever increasing numbers to 
honorary positions, 
particularly for 
poor relief and the care of orphans, 
but the number 
of 
women holding 
salaried positions 
except 
those 
of 
school teacher remains inconsequen­ 
tial. In 45 larger German cities last 
year 10,560 
women 
held 
honorary 
(unpaid) positions and only 897 (ex­ 
cluding 
school 
teachers) 
received 
salaries. The showing is even poorer 
in the 
smaller 
municipalities, fig­ 
ures for 1913—the latest available at 
the moment—for 559 places showing 
16,939 women in honorary’ 
positions 
and only 1,021, or 5.68 per cent of the 
whole, in salaried places. The limita­ 
tions under which 
woman’s intelli­ 
gence is supposed 
in 
Germany to 
suffer are exhibited by the fact that 
the 45 cities 
referred 
to nearly 
rn 
10,000 of the 
10,560 
women holding 
honorary positions are in the two de­ 
partments of poor relief and care of 
orphans, w’hile school 
work 
is en­ 
trusted to only’ 396. 
Only 82 of the 
897 w’omen 
receiving 
salaries are 
connected w’ith the school wrork, and 
not one of these is in the department 
of school administration. The number 
is made up of 
nurses, 
doctors and 
dentists. 
The two great obstacles to the W’ o - 
m an’s suffrage movement in Germa­ 
ny are the almost unanimous oppo­ 
sition of the German men and the 
indifference of the women themselves 
to 
political 
activ ity . 
Restrictive 
laws, it is true, play 
some 
part in 
keeping women from honorary muni­ 
cipal positions. No married woman, 
for instance, can assume a guardian­ 
ship for her child 
without her hus­ 
band’s consent. But on the w’hole the 
two factos named remain the great 
hindrances. 


Paris, May 6.—The proposed boy­ 
cott, alter the war, of German pro­ 
ducts in France and other countries 
of the entente might- 
until 
recent­ 
ly, have been looked upon as the man­ 
ifestation of a spirit that *\ reason­ 
able peace treaty 
coulc* 
i^rercome. 
The idea is now apparently so deeply 
rooted in the minds of individuals as 
to constitute a menace that may resist 
any sort of a peace treaty. The only 
official action regarding trade between 
citizens of 
France and 
the central 
empires applies only to the period of 
hostilities. 
Private 
initiative, 
howr- 
ever, has gone far in the direction of 
a permanent ostracism of merchandise 
from countries 
now 
at 
war 
with 
France. 
If it continues 
to develop 
along the same lines, it may make 
official action superfluous. 
Nearly every French trade corpor­ 
ation that has felt German competition 
in the past is not only spreading the 
doctrine of preference 
for articles 
made at home or by the French allies, 
but 
is 
organizing for the eventual 
boycott with an ardor 
of 
initiative 
that was rare in French business cir­ 
cles prior to 1914. 
It involves the 
ystematic education of consumers as 
to what German articles and products 
they bought before the war without 
knowing it, and what French, British, 
Russian and Italian articles may re­ 
place them. 
Starting with the char­ 
acteristic 
Parisian 
industry 
winch 
makes the minor articles called “ar­ 
ticles of Paris,” local manufacturers 
were shown in detail how the Ger­ 
mans lowered the manufacturing cost 
and competed with them even in their 
home 
market; 
this was done by a 
public exhibition of German-made “ar­ 
ticles in Paris” and by explanatory 
documents spread among 
the 
lilt Ie 
manufacturers. 
There is perhaps no 
other industry that is so important in 
Paris, although the articles of minor 
importance, they are made 
in 
im­ 
mense quantities by a great number 
of 
small 
manufacturers* 
Following 
this propaganda with the manufactur­ 
ers, the movement 
extended 
to 
a 
propaganda with the families, show ing 
them 
the 
difference 
between 
the 
French and the German made arti­ 
cles. 
The scientific and medical commit­ 
tee of the allied nations is being or­ 
ganized for the purpose of exposing 
to scientists, 
chemists 
and medical 
men the reasons why before the war 
75 per cent of the products and appa­ 
ratus used by them came from Ger­ 
many, and how they may be replaced 
hereafter. Most of the French manu­ 
facturers of surgical instruments had 
become 
simply 
commission 
mer­ 
chants handling German 
made arti­ 
cles; for instance, all of the medical 
thermometers came 
from Germany, 
nearly all of the fine graduated glass 
ware used in laboratories, and eight- 
tenths of all the microscopes came 
from either Germany or Austria, as 
wrell as a great 
proportion 
of eye­ 
glasses, 
opera 
glasses 
and 
field 
glasses sold 
by 
French 
opticians. 
The preponderance of German chemi 
cal products, drugs and dyes on the 
French market was W’ell known even 
before the war, but 
it 
was not so 
well known that Germany furnished 
nearly all of the synthetic remedies. 
All of the allied countries since the 
war began have been obliged to de­ 
velop their facilities for the manufac­ 
ture of explosives. The raw’ materials 
employed are 
quite 
the 
same 
as 
those that must serve in the prepara­ 
tion of dyes, perfumery 
and medi­ 
cine. It is concluded therefore that 
there is nothing in the w’ay of replac­ 
ing these German products after the 
war since the 
considerable number 
of works constituted for the prepara­ 
tion of raw material 
for explosives 
will be obliged to turn to some other 
industry and can be immediately util­ 
ized in the preparation of chemical 
products. 
The scientists 
interested 
in 
the 
organization of this committee 
have 
discovered in many different obscure 
corners of France men who are man­ 
ufacturing on a small scale scientific 
instruments that 
they 
declare 
are 
equal in every way to those made in 
Germany. 
In 
the 
past 
these little 
manufacturers have 
satisfied them­ 
selves with a small output without 
endeavoring to make 
the 
merits of 
their production generally good. 
The French contingent of this com­ 
mittee is already practically formed, 
comprising many well known names. 
The English, Belgian Italian, Jap­ 
anese and Russian contingents of the 
international commiRee are being or­ 
ganized, and working in common with

ACIDITY OF THE STOMACH 


Diet Hints For Sufferers Afflicted With 
This Trouble. 
Acidity of the stomach and ulcerated 
stomach are largely on the increase in 
both England and America, if statistics 
are to be believed. And Dr. Willard J. 
Stone points out in the Journal of the 
American Medical 
Association that 
these are the two countries iii which 
the consumption of sugar is greatest. 
Dr. Stone recommends an almost 
starch and sugar free diet for persons 
troubled with acidity. 
He says the 
following articles of food may be eat­ 
en with safety: Fresh fruit pulp or 
fruit 
juices, 
such 
os 
grapefruit, 
oranges, 
peaches 
and 
watermelon, 
without sugar; broth, soft boiled or 
poached eggs, fish, chicken, broiled or 
baked meats, bacon, milk, tea, cream, 
butter, green vegetables, such as as­ 
paragus, spinach, cauliflower, water­ 
cress, endive, squash, carrots, turnips, 
lettuce, fruit aud lettuce salads, with 
olive oil dressing containing a very 
small quantity of lemon juice; Brazil 
nuts, pecans or filberts. 
The following foods are prohibited: 
Candy, sugar, sirups and condiments;

We of America have let our wishes 
sway us in expectation of peace. Oft­ 
en we have* 
entertained 
hopes 
in 
which tj\e element of desire tried to 
magnify Hie element of expectation. 
Every American would rejoice if this 
country, as the leading neutral of the 
wo I Id, could shorten the war by in­ 
ducing the belligerents to reach an 
agreement that would bring no hu­ 
miliation to either 
side 
and 
thus 
furnish the basis 
of 
future amity. 
This is primarily because we desire 
an end of the worst 
war in history, 
but there would 
also 
be a natural 
pride in 
America’s 
contribution to 
such a happy consummation. A few 
weeks ago we expressed a belief that 
the cml or the war was in sight. Rut 
since then there have been German 
and Turkish successes that have in­ 
jured the pride of the English. There 
is a note of bitterness in Lord Cecil’s 
speech which does not augur well for 
peace on any terms that would 
be 
satisfactory to Germany. It is doubt­ 
ful whether the president will renew 
his tender, knowing the present tem­ 
per of the allies. He would run the 
risk of a rebuke and imperil the pros­ 
pects of the United States acting as 
peacemaker at the proper time.

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CARE AND FEED FOR CHICKS I KEEP EGGS FOR FUTURE USE 


Youngsters Are 
Better Off Without 
Food for First Forty-Eight Hours 
— Keep Them Warm. 


Water-Glass Solution Is Recommended 
by Poultry Expert of Missouri 
Agricultural College.

Eggs preserved in the water-glass 
experiment station warrant the follow'- J solution w ill keep almost perfectly for 
lug recommendations in regard to the 
several months. They will poach near- 
care and feeding of young chicks: 
During the first two days of the 
chick’s life it should rest and be kept 
warm. 
It is better without having 
food until it is forty-eight hours old. 
Then the following mixture should be 
fed in dry litter and also in a shallow 
tray: three parts finely cracked wheat, 
three parts finely cracked corn, one 
part steel cut oats. 
Keep some of 
this in the litter at the time. 
Chicks should have access to a 
clean drinking fountain which should 
be so constructed that they cannot 
* 
i 
get themselves wet. 
It is also desir- J 
able to give them access to sour skim j 
milk or buttermilk. 
Twice daily the < 
chicks should receive rolled oats or 
the following mixture: three parts 
bread crumbs, three parts corn bread, 
one part boiled egg. 
This mixture 
may be fed dry or it may be moistened 
with sour milk. A very small amount 
of charcoal and finely cut green food 
should also be fed. 
Continue the mixture of wheat, corn 
and oats until the chicks are four 
w'eeks old, changing gradually from 
the finer to more coarsely ground 
feed. 
Keep the following mixture in 
a box where chicks may run to it at 
all times: 30 parts w’heat bran, 30 
parts corn meal, 30 parts wiieat mid­ 
dlings, ten parts beef scrap, silted 
fine, and one part bone meal. 
Keep fine charcoal and grit where 
chicks may have free access to it. 
Feed four times daily. 
Continue the 
green feed and give the chicks milk. 
It may he advisable to feed a wet 
mash once a day at 4:00 p. rn. 
Feed 
only what the chicks will eat up clean 
before going to roost. Change gradu­ 
ally from chick food to cracked corn 
and wheat. 
Chickens that are not 
yarded should be fed corn and wheat 
in litter as a scratch food and should 
also have access to a dry mash in a 
hopper where they can help them­ 
selves. 
Raise chickens with the simplest 
rations possible. Clean food, consist­ 
ing of cracked and ground grain; ani­ 
mal food, such as sour milk, butter­ 
milk, commercial meat scrap and bone 
meal; clean water, plenty of shade, 
comfortable and dry quarters, ti e- 
dom from lice and access to clean, 
fresh earth are essentials for success­ 
ful brooding. 


ly as well as fresh eggs although the 
taste is a trifle more flat after long 
storage. 
These are the conclusions 
of the Missouri college of agriculture 
after a careful investigation of various 
methods of storing eggs for winter 
use. 
Water-glass is purchased in liquid 
form. Druggists commonly retail it at 
t twenty-five cents a quart, and one 
quart is enough to preserve twenty 
dozen of eggs. 
For this number a 
five gallon stone or earthenware crock 
is the most satisfactory receptacle. 
Heat ten quarts of water to the boil­ 
ing point and allow it to cool. 
Then 
pour the water into the crock, add one 
quart of water-glass and mix the two. 
The solution is then ready for the 
eggs. 
Place the eggs in the water­ 
glass solution each day as soon as 
they are laid. Use only naturally clean, 
not washed, fresh eggs. 
When the 
crock is filled to within two inches of 
the top of the solution, cover and store 
in a cool dry place until winter. 
By this method eggs may be stored 
during spring and summer when they 
are relatively cheap and production 
is high, for use during winter when 
prices are high and production is low. 
Farmer and townsman alike may save 
many dollars by this method of cheap 
storage of eggs. It is of the greatest 
importance that the eggs used should 
be absolutely fresh. 
Water-glass will 
not make bad eggs good, but will keep 
good eggs from becoming bad.

SHOULD HAVE 


SALT IN ABUNDANCE 


I have come to the conclusion that 
the old custom of always keeping salt 
w here sheep can reach It is a good one 
and is founded on a thorough knowl­ 
edge of w hat the animals should have, 
writes a correspondent of the Farm 
Progress. 
Why sheep should usually 
have an intense craving for salt is 
something I cannot explain, but it is a 
natural craving and is true the world 
over. 
Salt is not a food, of course, but it is 
needed to aid digestion. 
W here the 
sheep are denied salt they will not 
thrive. 
I have never heard of any ex­ 
periments that would show ju st w hat 
the effect of doing without salt would 
be on a flock of sheep, but I do not 
doubt that it would affect them very 
unfavorably. 
Salt stimulates certain 
functions of the digestive organs and 
is needed in even larger quantities in 
sum m er than in winter. 
In summer the sheep is eating large 
quantities of green food, and the diges­ 
tion may become rather lax in dealing 
with masses of green stuff. Salt acts

never do to stint them on salt in wan­ 
ter. I use the rock or block salt m eth­ 
od, but many men who specialize on 
sheep prefer to supply the loose salt in 
boxes under the shelter of the winter 
sheds. 
Sometimes the salt is given in the 
food, and this is a good plan where 
sheep are being fattened, and it is de­ 
sirable to have them eat large amounts 
of fattening feed. Mixiug the salt In 
the ration takes some time, and you 
can never tell whether the sheep are 
getting just as much salt as they may 
need. 
It is a custom in some neighborhoods 
to salt the sheep only on Sunday morn­ 
ings or some other time in the week. 
This is not a good plan. Even though 
they are given plenty at that time, 
their craving is so great that they w’ill 
take more than is good for them. 
Good as salt is for these animals, they 
can take so much that it will be posi­ 
tively injurious to them. 
They will 
drink too much following an overdose 
of salt. 
The better the pasture the more salt 
will be required. The sheep is the best 
-njge of bow’ much salt is needed and 
when it should be taken. For this rea­ 
son salt should always be accessible, 
either in the form of rock salt or in 
loose salt placed in boxes within reech 
of the sheep.

Ministerial Alliance Held Meeting. 


The tw’o most important factors in 
chick raising are comfort aud proper 
food, according to X. L. Harris, super­ 
intendent of poultry husbandry in the 
Kansas Agricultural college, 
lie says: 
“The little chick, whether naturally 
or artificial^’ fed, should not ho given 
anything to eat until it shows signs of 
being decidedly hungry, which will 
usually be iii about thirty-six to forty- 
eight hours. 
One of the first feeds 
that the young chick should receive is 
fine sand or commercial chick grit and 
a good drink of some sour milk or 
buttermilk if possible. 
More digestive 
troubles iii incubator chicks are caus­ 
ed from lack of grit than any other 
one thing. 
“One of the essentials in maintaining 
good digestion is a liberal supply of 
either sour milk or buttermilk. In a 
few’ hours after the saud and butter­ 
milk have been fed a very small quan­ 
tity of hard boiled egg, including the 
shell, chopped fine and mixed with 
breadcrumbs or rolled oats may be 
given. A good proportion is one part 
egg and five parts breadcrumbs or 
rolled oats. 
“On the second day equal parts of 
cracked wheat and corn should be scat­ 
tered in a litter. At the same time a 
mash consisting of eighteen parts corn­ 
meal, twenty-one parts wheat bran, 
four parts bonemeal and two parts of 
granulated charcoal should be given.

The Hazard of Train Service. 
The railways, as one of their argu­ 
ments against the eight-hour day for 
all train service employes, are offering 
the following: 
“ W hile the wages of railroad train 
service employes have been g r e a tly 
increased, the hazard of their occupa­ 
tion, which is one of the reasons for 
their receiving wages so much higher 
than those of other classes of wrorkers, 
or those of other railroad employes, 
has been decreasing for many years. 
In the year 1915, according to the 
latest accident bulletin of the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission, there 
were less fatalities to trainmen and 
engineers than in any other year since 
the commission began to compile ac­ 
cident statistics, in 1890. 
“ As the number of train employe* I 
has more than doubled in twenty-five I 
years, the relative improvement is! 
even greater than that statement in-1 
(Heated. 
In 1915, when there w ere | 
over 300,000 train employes on the j 
railroads of the United 
States, 
thai 
number killed was 884, about one to 
every 310 employes. 
In 1890, when 
there were only 
153,000

or one to every 105 in service.
